- Of 70,000 Dead 


- SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.—(UP)—Japan: gave its first detailed 
report on the atomic bomb today—70,000 persons killed outright, 
120,000 wounded, 290,000 made homeless, and an unknown number 
missing from the two dropped by Superfortresses on two of her cities. 


These casualty figures were sup- 
plemented by the report of a 
Japanese scientist sent to the scene 
of one blast to make a detailed in- 
vestigation. Radio Tokyo quoted 
his estimation of the explosions as 
“monstrous, spectacular.” 

A Domei dispatch recorded by 
United Press here, said killed, 
wounded and homeless in Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. totaled 480,,- 
000 and added that it was impos- 
sible yet to estimate the number 
of missing. Bodies buried in col- 
lapsed buildings are still un- 
counted. 

“Many persons are dying daily 
from burns sustained during the 
raids,” the broadcast said. “Many 
of those who feceived burns can- 
not survive the wounds because 
of the uncanny effects which the 
atomic bomb produces on the hu- 
man body. Even those who receiv- 
ed minor burns and looked quite 
healthy at first weakened after a 
few days for some unknown rea- 
son.” 

SHATTERING FLASH 

‘Domei said 60,000 were killed, 
100,000 were wounded and 200.000 
were homeless in Hiroshima while 
10,000 were killed, 20,000 wound- 
ed and 90,000 homeless in Naga- 
saki. 

The first atomic bomb exploded 
in a shattering heat flash as it 
dangled from a parachute a quar- 
ter of a mile above Hiroshima, re- 
leasing mighty whirlpools of en- 
ergy whose terrific pressure con- 
tinued for “a considerable length 
of time.” Sutezo Torii, identified 
as a scientist by Tokyo radio, re- 


Torii, technician for Japanese 
imperial defense general head- 
quarters, returned to Tokyo yes- 
terday from Hiroshima where he 
made a detailed survey. His de- 
scription. couched in scientific lan- 
guage which only occasionally de- 
scended to human terms, estimat- 
ed time, speed and distance. 
“When the atomic bomb ex- 
ploded there was seen a flash and 
white smoke which gradually 
formed into a cumulus,” he said. 


RIPPLES OF HEAT RAYS 

' “Persons on the ground who 
witnessed this monstrous spectacle 
said when the atomic bomb ex- 
ploded they saw ripples of circu- 
lar heat rays. The waves are be- 
lieved to have continued for ap- 
proximately two seconds.

Atlanta’s municipal garbage truck driv- 
ers are out in one of their political, sum- 
mer-season strikes, the fifth consecutive 
summer strike.

Gen. Charles De Gaulle, provisional 
president of France, arrived in this coun- 
try yesterday afternoon on a belated good 
will tour. 


Gen. De Gaulle’s visit, coming oh the 
heels of the French government’s an- 
nouncement of a “subsidy” to members of 
the United States armed forces in France, 
is doubtless calculated to make up for what 
one writer has charitably described as 
“the unhappy circumstances that kept De 
Gaulle and President Roosevelt from meet- 
ing in Europe last winter.” 


The general’s rather obvious bid for 
American friendship at this particular time 
is by no means surprising. De Gaulle re- 
cently suffered a major setback when the 
French consultative assembly rejected, by 
the overwhelming vote of 210 to 19, his 
proposals for revision of the French con- 
stitution.

Remember the husband who complained all 
Bi aie his wife knew about cooking was how to open 
Bie t a can? 

That poor fellow is going to have help. 

A couple of dairy executives have told me they are waiting 
only for the economic contro] handcuffs to be removed before 
they start in on a new, but associated line. 

They are going to deliver frozen foods right to the front door. 
And the packages won’t rattle or bang. 

By the time they are ready they expect you to have bought 
one of those home-freezing units, which will be a part of the 
bright, brave, new world. The cynics have had a lot of fun with 
that phrase. They are wrong, as usual. It is going to be brighter. 
It will have to be braver. 

Within less than five years frozen foods will be delivered to 
our doors in most any city of size and there will be a general 
expansion in food refrigeration in all its branches. The state of 
Georgia, which had two or three frozen locker plants five years 
ago, now has an approximate 60 with some 20-odd in the process 
of construction. By the end of 1944 there were about 6,000 
such plants in the United States. 

This is going to mean a new freedom for farm housewives. 
When the dealers have got the cheap, mass-production home units 
cheap enough for mass distribution, it will mean a new -freedim 
for city housewives; already very well liberated with gadgets and 
conveniences. And the genius of our mass-production will not 
fail us, 

The .farms will get the smaller home units, bringing home 
enough to fill it from the larger freezer locker. During the “sea- 
sons” the farm wife or the city victory gardener may freeze her 
own vegetables and fruit. The gain in food values is simply in- 


calculable, 

It means the housewife will be freed of canning, 
Freedom pickling, curing. For the city wife there are all 
sorts of possibilities. A little investigation and a few letters re- 
ceived in answer to queries, reveals we already have gone far 
enough to stagger those who haven't thought much about it. At- 
lanta firms, producers and retailers, are doing their own planning. 

Packers may take the butcher out of the retail trade. He will 
work for frozen food companies, which will come precut, packaged 
and quick-frozen . . steaks of varying thickness, roasts and so on. 

In Chicago those with the price for some time have been able 
to ring up and have sent to their homes a complete meal—quick- 
frozen. It includes choice of soup, choice of chicken, beef, beef 
stew, spaghetti and meat balls, chicken a la king, shrimp and fish 
dishes, and a number of dessert choices. Heat the dishes, and they 
are ready for the table. Or, buy up a number of them, keep them 
in the freezing unit and forget about the cook’s night off—or the 
cook’s vacation. 

Grocery stores, already dealing in frozen foods, inevitably must 
plan for a huge frozen foods department. 

Department stores, which long ago saw the value of a quality 
foods department, will be sure to take advantage of the quality 
frozen foods market—selling entire ready-cooked, frozen dinners, 
special dishes, and so on. Indeed, ready-flavored cooked frozen 
baked beans have been on the market for some time. 


; Mail order houses—always with an ear to the 
Mail Order ground for mass markets, reportedly are prepar- 
ing to produce frozen foods in great volume to supply special 
stores dealing only in frozen foods, cooked and uncooked, to be 
bought at relatively low prices to be taken home for filling home 
units. 

Dealers expect to sell somewhere between one and two million 
home freezer units within two years after production gets rolling. 
After that the expansion will be steady. By 1950 it is estimated 
there will be about 25,000 freezer locker plants in the nation. 
Georgia will have about 80 by the end of this year. The state of 
lowa will have about 700. Somewhere in between are other states. 

These plants, when large enough and cheap enough for mass 
business by community farmers, save great amounts in waste, 
spoilage and so on. There are no peaches left to rot on the ground 
because there isn’t time to can them or labor to do it. The same 
goes for vegetables, fruits and so on. 

We may expect, through quick-freezing and airplane shipment, 
to get fruits picked ripe. The same applies to other items, includ- 
ing most of the vegetables. Many of them are picked when green 
to prevent spoilage in shipment. 

Within two years even our smaller markets will be offering 
luxuries from the tropics—fruits and vegetables which would not 
stand long weeks of shipment. 

Many more items of seafood will come quick-frozen. River 
barges, which have equipment for quick-freezing, are in operation. 

The best claim—which seems a bit fantastic, but which isn’t 
at all—is that when the units are installed in enough homes, 
it will be possible to hire the most famous chef in the city to do all

Unofficial Soldier, 
Payless, But Content 


From the Canadian Veteran, special soldiers’ 
and veterans’ newspaper published at Toronto, 
comes the story of the Canadian Army’s first 

“inofficial soldier.” It is a story, even in bare outline, that con- 
tains all the elements of surpassing drama. 

The man is named John Wolpe. He is a German Jew. During 
some of the most bitter fighting he managed, somehow, to get 
through the German lines into no man’s land, in front of the 
Canadians. He made contact with the Royal Winnipeg Rifles and, 
grabbing a rifle and bayonet from the ground where a killed sol- 
dier had dropped the weapons, he began fighting with the Canucks. 

He proved himself quickly. Under regulations, the Canadians 
could give him neither pay, rank nor privileges. They did furnish 
him with a uniform, however. 

He was with the regiment six months and in that time was 
credited with killing 28 Germans and taking hundreds of prisoners. 
Then he was wounded, his thigh shattered. He was.taken to a 
Canadian military hospital in England, where he is recovering. 

Now the Winnipeg branch of the Canadian Legion has offered 
to pay Wolpe’s passage to Canada, if he wishes to come, and has 
guaranteed him employment and assistance if he wants to learn a 
trade. Also; the Legion branch will sponsor his application for 
Canadian citizenship if he decides to make Canada his home. 

The pay he didn’t get? Says Wolpe: “I didn’t care about the 
pay. All I wanted was to fight and kill Germans. My family 
was murdered in Poland in 1942.” 


Bar the Enemies? Incidentally, the Ontario provincial com- 


mand of the army and navy veterans held 
a convention recently at Simcoe, Ontario. Among other resolu- 
tions adopted was a recommendation strongly opposing admittance 
of any German or Japanese immigrants into Canada after the war. 
Would that conflict with Wolpe’s entry, if such a law was adopted? 
After all his citizenship is German, technically. 

Another resolution adopted at that convention would prohibit 
anyone not a citizen from purchasing or owning land in the do- 
minion. Might be rather tough on some of those wealthy citizens 
of the U. S. who own palatial summer homes among the Thousand 
Islands of the St. Lawrence and in other resort or hunting areas 
in the territory of our good neighbor to the north. 

By the way, did you ever hear of the “smallest international 
bridge in the world?” It connects two small islets among those 
Thousand Islands. Both islets are owned by the same man, an 
American, with his summer home on one and a lawn and gardens 
on the other. He has a flagpole on each island, with the Stars 
and Stripes floating from one and the Maple Leaf flag of Canada 
from the other. 

You see, the international line runs exactly midway between 
the twu little islands, though they are separated by only two or 
three feet of water. He has a little rustic bridge over that narrow 
waterway. That is an international bridge. 


There are many magnificent residences on 
Deserted Castle those famous islands. One huge place, built 


of stone like a medieval castle, has never been occupied and is fall- 
ing to ruin. 

The story is the multi-millionaire who built it, built garage and 
boat house first. Itself a structure equal to a fine home. He and 
his young wife lived in the garage while the great castle proper 
was completed. On the island, owned entirely by this man, there 
is, in addition to places for all usual sports and amusements, a pri- 
vate polo field and a fine landing strip for planes. 

The story is, to resume, that just as the place was about complete 
the young wife eloped with the chauffeur and the millionaire, bro- 
ken, left the place to caretakers and has never returned.

Jap Words of No Importance 


The tone of the imperial rescript commanding surrender and 
of some of the broadcasts from Japan since it was issued are galling 
to Allied ears, *That, however, was to be expected. It would be 
contrary to human nature for any people imbued with patriotism 
and fed on propaganda for years to proclaim to the world that they 
were morally wrong in starting a war and that they expect to 
spend the rest of their national life atoning for their guilt. It 
hardly would be wise for leaders who want to preserve as a nation 
what is left of Japan during a period of adversity to shatter de- 
liberately all the hopes of the Japanese peoples. It was to be 
expected that’ they would keep alive hope, not only of recovery 
but of eventual revenge. 

Suppose, by a long reach of the imagination, the Emperor had 
said: We have learned our lesson. Never again will Japan try to 
have an army or a navy or an air force. Never again will Japanese 
venture out of their home islands. 


Would the military commanders scattered over East Asia and 
the Pacific islands—or those in Japan itself—have obeyed the im- 
perial rescript to surrender? 


Using the Emperor as an instrument, we are now engaged in 
getting 6,000,000 or more armed Japanese fighting men to lay down 
their arms and in arranging for the occupation of Japan by Allied 
forces without new outbreaks of hostilities. Most of the mili- 
tarists who started and fought the war are still alive. We may be 
sure that they will do everything possible to keep alive the mili- 
tary tradition in Japan, to convince the Japanese that they lost 
the war only because of our good luck in developing an atomic 
bomb, and that Japan will get its revenge eventually by attaining 
scientific and technical superiority over the United States. 


: We might. have made a bigger dent in the 
Invasion Costly military tradition in Japan by invading the 
home islands and rooting out the Japanese armies and garrisons 
through the Pacific and Far East—-at an enormous cost in Allied 
lives. But the Japanese coulda still have attributed their defeat to 
our superior technology. Whatever was said publicly, the desire 
for revenge almost certainly would have remained in many hearts. 
Our only protection would have been to keep Japan disarmed and 
under close surveillance. 

We are now seeking the same end, without an enormous ex- 
penditure of Allied lives. Once Japan has been disarmed, we can 
keep it disarmed and under close surveillance. 


After the first World War, many Americans thought the German 
menace had been ended because the Kaiser had been deposed and 
Germany had adopted a democratic form of government. But even 
under the German republic, the German general staff was making 
plans and experimenting with new weapons. In due course, the 
German republic collapsed, and the Nazis gave the genera! staff 
its head and applied the spurs. 

We know now, to our great cost, that our only protection against 
a revival of the German menace was to keep Germany disarmed. 

The Japanese militarists may 


: : ? 
To Repeat Our Mistake: hope that we will repeat with 


Japan the mistake that we made about Germany after the first 
World War. They may hope that the United States wil! go back 
to sleep, or that the great powers will fall out and that Japan will 
be allowed to rearm as a buffer or spearhead for one power or 
another, as Germany was allowed to do. Probably at this moment 
of catastrophe, they have no definite plans for the future. But 
some such threads probably are running through their: imaginations. 

We can’t prevent them from hoping as much as they like. But 
we can prevent them from doing anything to translate their hopes 
into action. If we don't, it will be because we go back to sleep 
now or in the future. To keep Japan harmless, we must keep her 
disarmed, subject her industries and laboratories to continuous tn- 
spection, and keep air and naval bases ne@r by. We must retain 
the resolution to act at the first signs of reviving rearmament or 
militarism. 

The whole situation was summed up very sensibly by President 
Truman at his press conference last Thursday. When he was asked 
what he thought of some of the impertinent remarks being broad- 
cast from Japan, he asked, in reply, if that sort of reaction were 
not to be expected of any defeated nation. He added, in substance, 
that he didn’t think, however, that the Japanese would ever have 
another chance to do anything about it—at least, he hoped not.

Until that time 
the only announced take-off point 
for the raid was a waggish refer- 
ence to “Shangri-La” by President 
Roosevelt. 


If the Hornet and Adm. Halsey’s 
small task force, which plunged 
deep into Jap*waters to launch 
the raiders, had not been spotted 
800 miles off Tokyo, it is probable 
that no planes would have been 
lost. 


Original plans called for a night 
raid on the Jap cities. Halsey told 
the Army Air Force that he would 
try to take the B-25’s to within 
400 miles of the coast. The planes 
were to be launched at dusk, 
reach the Jap cities about mid- 
night and then fly at gas-saving 


speed across the China sea to a

The Chinese and Americans 
knew that the Japs, being methodi- 
cal souls, would set their wind- 
direction markers correctly if they 
took the field. 


The fliers had no radio equip 
ment. And instead of arriving in 


at dusk, for their discovery 800 
miles off the Jap coast had made 
it necessary for them to take off 
at 8 o’clock in the morning in- 
stead of late jhat evening. 


So the wind-markers could not 
‘be seen at night. There were no 
lights on the ground to guide them 
through the heavy storm which 
hampered them as they plunged 
over China. All those who 
reached the China coast — one 
plane sailed on to Vliadisvostok 
after the raid—either bailed out 
or made belly landings. 


In their first briefing aboard the 
carrier Hornet the question of 
whether to bomb Emperor Hiro- 
hito’s palace was brought up by a 
flier. An officer answered: 
‘“‘Bomb it.” 


But the next day Doolittle, then 
a lieutenant colonel, told the air- 
men that the palace was not to 
be touched—that he had better 
use for their bombs. Several ex- 
perts on psychological warfare 
were aboard the Hornet and may 
have had something to do with 
the decision——whose long-range 
aspect was seen only recently. 


Through neutral sources and 
contacts in Japan, the American 
government made repeated, but 
very quiet, attempts to learn the 
fate of the eight men who failed 
to escape the historic ordeal, The 
Swiss first reported that “several” 
of the boys had been executed 
and the death sentences of the 
commuted. The report 
aroused raging disapproval 
through the civilized world.

He was charged with responsi- 
bility in the killings by the Nazis 
of Viggo Hansteen, outstanding | 
young Communist lawyer and un- 
derground leader, and Police In- 
spector Gunnar Eilifsen, a relative | 
of the defendant. 


Incoherent and at times on the. 
verge of tears and close to col- 
lapse, Quisling cried out that he 
was powerless to prevent the 
deaths of these men and many 


others, because he was a puppet) 
the hands of the German au- | 


in 
thorities. 

Prosecutor Annaeus Schjoedt 
charged Quisling with embezzle- 
ment and theft of private and per- 
sonal property as the third day of 
the treason trial carried the prose- 
cution through nearly all of its 
indictment. 

Tomorrow the state is expected) 
to begin a parade of witnesses, 
among them Gen. Otto Ruge, com- 
mander in chief of the Norwegian 
Army. 

SOBS DENIAL 

Quisling sobbed his denial to 
complicity in the death of Han- 
steen, one of the Trade Union lead- 
ers involved in a mass strike of 
43 organizations in Oslo during 
the spring of 1941 as a protest 
against German occupation. 


“But I never asked the Germans | 


to kill Hansteen,” Quisling cried, 
“only to remove him. He was mak- 
ing things difficult for me.” 


“Your accusations that Hansteen 
was. a colonel in the Red Army 
and an organizer of a mass strike | 
were not even true,” the prosecu- 
tor said. “And they came at a 
time when they were particularly 
dangerous.” 

The prosecutor asked, ‘Were 
you sorry for what happened?” 
and Quisling replied in a Whisper. 
“Yes, I told the Germans I was 
against murdering him.” 

Hansteen’s widow, now a Com- 
munist member of the interim gov- 
ernment, sat in a balcony directly 
across the room from the man 
who had asked the Germans to) 
“remove” her husband. 

Quisling refuted vigorously the' 


charges of murder in the case of 
Eilifsen, who was shot Aug. 16, 
1943, after Quisling refused to 
grant him a “reprieve. Eilifsen 
was tried before a special Nazi 
‘court on charges of disobedience 
after he had refused to arrest Nor- 
wegian girls and send them into 
‘forced labor. 


| He was condemned to death un- 
der a new provisional law signed 
‘by Quisling a few days after Eilif- 
'sen’s arrest. 


Quisling asserted the situation 
‘was desperate, that the Germans 
were nervous and sold him if he 
granted Eilifsen a reprieve he 
would be shot anyway, with 10 
‘more Norwegians as well.
